AFTER overcoming a number of 
difficulties, occasioned by the 
emergency, E.S.B. engineers finally 
got one of the Poulaphouca hydro- 
electric’ scheme’s two main 15,000 
K.\V.A. turbines in operation towards 
the end of December—but it ran for 
only about three weeks. At the end 
of that period oil-feed difficulties set 
in, and up to the present these have 
not been overcome. 
Until the assembly of the turbine 
had been completed shortly before 
Christmas it was felt that the absence 
of a vital butterfly valve, which acts 
as an auxiliary to the turbine gover- 
nor, would hold up the work 


indefinitely. 

For many months the E.S.B. had 
searched England for this special 
valve, which automatically cuts off 
the water supply should a break- 
down occur in the turbine, but with- 
out success. Finally they overcame 
the difficulty by constantly having 
on duty at the main sluices an engi- 
neer who could cut off the water 
supply to the turbine at a moment’s 
notice. He maintained direct touch 
with the power house by phone day 
and night.

A bronze strip, three inches in length, 
it bears an inlaid-silver inscription, 
and is believed to have formed part of 
a book-shrine, processional cress or 
other important object made for Brian 
Boru. 

It was during excavations carried 
out at Leigh, close to Twomileborris, 
Co. Tipperary, said Mr. Leask, that 
the discovery was made by Dr. R. A. 
S. Macalister in the chancel of one of 
the two ancient churches situated 
there. The inscription, which-is in 
silver, inlaid in- gouged recesses, reads

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TOWARDS DECISION ? 


So far there has been no sign 
of abatement in the tempo of 
Russia’s offensive in the east. 
When the attack began along the 
vast front from Memel to the 

military experts 


too great to last. Modern warfare 
has been largely a matter of 
supplies; and when it is realised 
that the Russians at some points 


more than 1,000 miles from their 
ultimate bases, the rapidity of 
their progress seems to be almost 
incredible. Now that they have 
crossed the German border at a 
number of points, their difficulties 
in respect of communications 
have been increased. The Russian 
railway differ im gauge from 
those of the Germans, and the 
bringing up of supplies to the 
front line must be growing 
greater every day. Nevertheless, 
the fact is that the Russians con- 
tinue to advance. They have five 
main army groups. The’ first, 
under Marshal Chernyakovsky, 
is operating against the eastern 
frontiers of East Prussia. The 
second, under Marshal Rokos- 
sovsky, is attacking East Prussia 
from the south-east, as well as 
driving westwards towards Brom- 
berg. Marshal Zhukov is in com- 
mand of the third group, which, 
having captured Warsaw, is con- 
ducting a three-pronged offensive 
tewards Plotsk and Konin (the 
ante-chamber to Posen) and 
fanning out from Lodz towards 
Ostrov, in the general direction 
of Breslau. Farther south, 
Marshal Koniev, whose break- 
through from the Vistula bridge- 
head at Sandomierz was the first 
move in this gigantic campaign, 
already has crossed the borders 
of Upper Silesia, and is advanc- 
ing. towards Kreuzburg and 
Oppeln, obviously intending to 
move along the Oder against 
Breslau. The fifth army group is 
under Marshal Petrov, who is 
advancing along the northern 
slopes of the Carpathians and the 
Tatra Mountains, south of 
Cracow, towards Ratibor and 
Beuthen. All along the line the 
Red Army is swarming against 
the German frontiers. Yesterday 
it was announced that Marshal 
Chernakovsky, having invaded 
East Prussia, had taken posses- 
sion of the vital road and rail 
centre of Allenstein, which has 
been described as East Prussia’s 
strategic capital. At the 
beginning of the last war, 
the Tsar's forces managed 
to penetrate the German defences 
as far as Allenstein, from which 
they were compelled to withdraw 
when Hindenburg and Ludendorff 
won their historic victory at 
Tannenberg (now in Russian 
hands) and the Masurian Lakes. 
Insterburg also has been captured. 
Evidently the J.ussians, who 
entered Tilsit on Saturday, are 
using the pincer technique against 
Kénigsbefrg, the home of 
Immanuel Kant and East Prussia’s 
ancient and storied capital. Yester- 
day, Marshal Chernyakovsky’s 
men were reported to be more 
than forty miles inside the East 
Prussian frontiers, and only about 
thirty-five miles from Kénigs- 
berg itself. A junction between 
the army groups of Marshal 
Chernyakovsky and Marshal 
Rokossovsky would seem to be 
imminent. 

All the German commentators 
are agreed on one point. The 
danger to the Reich from the east 
is growing hourly. At one time 
it was believed that the war's 
decisive battle might be fought 
west of the Rhine; but during the 
last week the Germans have been 
insisting that it will be fought in 
the east. During the last few 
days, according to British and 
American reports, Marshal von 
Rundstedt has decided to cut his 
losses in the Ardennes, and, with- 
drawing once more to the protec- 
tion of the Siegfried Line, to be 
sending substantial reinforcements 
to the east. Yesterday, for 
example, it was announced that 
a detachment of some three 
thousand tanks was speeding east- 
wards. The whole situation 
between the Baltic and the 
Carpathians is completely fluid. 
There no longer can be any 
question of a “line” on either 
side, in the sense in which the 
word “line” was used, for 
instance, during the last war. 
Since Marshal Zhukov’s break- 
through from the Vistula, a war 
of movement has been operating 
at fantastic speed. The Russian 
tanks and armoured divisions 
have been cafeering across the 
Polish plains even more rapidly 
than the Germans careered across 
Northern France in the summer 
of 1940. It has been a helter- 
skelter business. Few details are 
available in respect of the number 
of prisoners that has been taken; 
but it looks as if very substantial 


numbers of Germans have been 


left in the rear of the Russian 
spearheads, These forces probably 
are well-equipped. Their presence 
behind the | Russian lines 
must constitute an  iricreasing 
source of concern to the Soviet
